So when his 
fellow-ſervants ſaw what was done, 
they were very ſory, and came and 
told unto their lord all that was 
done. Then his lord, after that he 
had called him, ſaid unto him , O 
thou wicked ſervant, I forgave thee 
_ all that debt, becauſe thou defircaſt 
me : ſhouldeſt not thou alfo have 
had compaſſion on thy fellow-fer- 
vant, even as I had pity on thee ? 
And his lord was wroth, and dcli- 
vered him to the tormenters, till ke 
fhould pay all that was due unto 
him.
